DETAILED ACTION 

1. This communication is in response to appeal brief filed 
4/1/08 . 

Response to the Appeal Brief 

2. It was determined in an appeal conference held on 9/11/08 
that the appellant's arguments concerning 112 (second) and 
103(a) rejections are persuasive. Accordingly, the examiner has 
withdrawn said rejections and allowed the pending claims on 
record. 

3. Claims 1-5, 7-15 and 17-20 are pending and have been 
allowed. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

The application has been amended as follows: 

3. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should 
the changes and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an 
amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR 1.312.

In the claims: 

Cancel claims 21-25. 
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Reasons for Allowance 

4. For detailed analysis of closest prior art (U.S. Patent No. 
6,311,214 to Rhoads and PacTel) is articulated on at least 
pp. 35-37 of the Appeal Brief. Accordingly, it is determined 
that the prior fails to teach or suggests or render obvious to 
one of ordinary skill in the art at the following features of 
the claimed invention. A method and corresponding system 
comprising : 

Obtaining routing information associated with coded 
information obtained by reading a machine-resolvable code (MRC) 
on a credit card of a user with a reading device, where the 
routing information corresponds to personal account information 
of the user stored in the credit card company server disposed on 
a network that the user is located. 

Claims 1-10 are process claims and claims 11-20 are 
apparatus claims that recite functional elements that perform 
the process of claims 1-10. Therefore, the statement of 
allowability applies to all pending claims.
